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Nichols, in his ^ Literary Anecdotes ' [vol. v., p. 280], states that Beauprfe Bell, in the 
middle of the last century, had a portrait of Sir Thomas Gresham when young, by 
Hilliard, in a close green silk doublet, hat, and plaited ruff, date 1540 or 1545, which had 
formerly belonged to Sir Marmaduke Gresham, Bart. I have not been able to trace what 
has become of this picture. The picture in the Grallery at Osterley, the Earl of Jersey's, 
described b} Burgon [* Life of Gresham,' vol. ii., p. 484] , is certainly not Sir Thomas 
Gresham, and bears no resemblance to him. 

Manning and Bray [* Hist, of Surrey,' vol. iii, p. 443] state that Aubrey mentions 
that in the Gallery at Dulwich is a portrait of Sir Thomas Gresham, ^^ and some other 
worthless pictures. It is not there now, and as it is not mentioned in the old catalogue, 
it may fairly be presumed never was." Whether this is a fair inference or not I cannot 
say ; it is certain that it is not there now. It would be interesting to ascertain whether 
the picture of * Sir Tho. Gresham his Banquett,' spoken of by Burgon [* Life of 
Gresham,' vol. i., p. 86, and App. vi.], mentioned in an inventory of the goods of the 
Countess of Leicester in 1596, is still in existence ; its value, as stated there, £5, suggests 
a large and important work. 

A picture at Parham, the seat of Lord Zouche, called Sir Thomas Gresham in the 
catalogue, is not, I believe, a portrait of the Eoyal Merchant, but of Sir Thomas Gresham, 
Kt., of Titsey, whose son. Sir John, married Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Thomas Bishop 
of Parham, Kt. and Bart. 

I have at Titsey Place two other portraits— one a half-length, similar in treatment 
and detail to that in the Mercers' HaU. I purchased it from Dr. Crompton of Manchester, 
and it was traced to a dealer's shop at Cambridge, so that possibly it came out of one of 
the colleges, or from some house in Norfolk. It is enclosed in an original bog-oak frame. 
The portrait of his wife was at one time opposite it within one frame, but being in very 
bad condition it was unhappily destroyed. 

The other is a small portrait, half-length, which I purchased in August 1866, at 
a sale of the effects of the Rev. Thos. Gresley, Hector of Seile, in Leicestershire ; it is a 
picture of the Elizabethan period, on panel, half-length, 18 inches by 13 inches, and 
represents a man in early life with a reddish beard, cap and doublet, vdth a frill round 
the neck, and gloves in his right hand, and on a scroU are the words, " Por Madona 
Crestina Leona." This portrait was originally at Aston Hall, near Birmingham. 

This exhausts the list of portraits of Sir Thomas Gresham (as far as I can give them), 
though, perhaps, there may be others I know not of in some of the country houses of 
his native county Norfolk, or elsewhere. 1 have dwelt thus particularly upon them, as 
they may interest those on the other side the Atlantic* into whose hands this Work may 
come, and who may never have an opportunity of seeing them. The frequency of his 
portraits by Sir Antonio More may be due, as Burgon suggests,t to a private friendship

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between them, begun at Antwerp. A list of the prints is given in Evans's * Catalogue of 
Engraved Portraits,' Nos. 4648-4654, and by Granger in his * Biographical Dictionary,' 
vol. i., p. 298. I have given in this Work those by Thew, Michel, and Delaram ; the last 
is reduced from the Mercers' picture, and is rather a scarce print. There is one in 
Lodge's * Portraits' from the Mercers' picture ; another by Vertue in Ward's ^ Lives of the 
Gresham Professors ;' another by Paber, with a ship in the background, dated 1714, and 
dedicated " Domino Carolo Gresham Equiti Aurato ;"* one by Hollar, in a small circle, 
in a view of the Exchange. Besides these, there are a host of small prints (one by 
Benoist) to illustrate popular histories, all taken from the Mercers' portrait, and one 
from the sitting portrait by Sir Antonio More, with a view of the Exchange in the back- 
ground. There are two impressions of the print by Thew, one of which is dedicated to 
Sir William Curtis, Bart., and published in 1823. 

It is to be hoped that we shall soon hear the last of the legend repeated, vsqtie ad 
nausea/m, in story-books and at popular lectures, and which has found its way even into 
a sermon,t viz., that Sir Thomas Gresham was a foundling, exposed in a field, and 
discovered to a passer-by from the loud chirping of a grasshopper, for which reason he 
adopted that device for his crest.| That James Gresham, his great-grandfather, sealed 
eleven letters among the Paston Letters, from 1443-1481, with his seal, the grasshopper, 
and that it appears with the initials B. G. on the porch of Intwood HaU, disposes of 
that part of the story ; and that the son of Sir Eichard Gresham, Lord Mayor of London 
in 1537, and one of the most opulent of the City merchants of his day, should be exposed 
as a foundling, carries its own refutation with it. The reason of the grasshopper being 
adopted as the family crest is satisfactorily accounted for by a writer in * Notes and 
Queries,'§ who connects it mth Gresham or Grass-ham, their native place in Norfolk. 
The Titsey branch of the family bore a grasshopper proper ; Sir Thomas, and his father 
Sir Bichard, a grasshopper or. 

One would like to know the reason that prompted the adoption of their motto, " Fiat 
Voluntas Tua," one of the petitions of the Lord's Prayer. The carving from the old 
mantel-piece at Titsey Place, given among the illustrations, carries it back to the early

The prevalence of the tradition was curiously illustrated some twenty years ago, when an old dame in 
my own village, well versed in legends of the past, enquired of me whether I knew the origin of the Greshams, and then 
proceeded, mutaHs fnvtandis, to relate the story, substituting a member of the Titsey family for Sir Thomas, and 
pointing out Newhall in Limpsfield, one of their manor-houses, as the scene of the legend.

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part of the sixteenth century.* Was it the pious sentiment of some member of the 
family evoked by domestic bereavement or reverse of fortune ? We shall never know, 
but it forms a fitting and appropriate motto on the modem oak pulpit on which it is 
carved, and on the fragments of old glass in the tower window of Titsey Church. 

Genealogical works of this kind have largely increased of late years, and the taste 
for them has been stimulated not only by facilities of access to public documents, but 
also because family history is now recognized to hold an important place in illustrating 
the history of England. If it be objected that personal matters too often come in in 
such memoirs, it may be asked who is so fit to write them, or who has the same advantage in 
respect of private documents, as one who is himself descended from the ancestors whose 
records he chronicles. With merchant princes such as Sir Jolm,t Sir Bichard and his still 
more illustrious son. Sir Thomas Gresham, originated that system of trade and commerce 
which has made this country the wealthiest and most powerful in the world ; and not the 
least debt of gratitude (but one which is sometimes forgotten) which we owe to Sir 
Thomas Gresham is the part his policy exercised in the victory over the Spanish Armada, 
although he did not live to see it. It was his foresight, which for years before had 
collected the gunpowder and materials of war, which made the victory of Sir Francis 
Drake possible, and secured the independence of England^ from foreign domination.

* I exhibited this carving at the Society of Antiquaries lately, and, from the costume of the heads and the form 
of the letters, it was pronounced to be of not later date than 1635, or thereabouts. If, as I think not impossible, it was 
removed from the Old Manor House at Holt, Norfolk, by Sir John Gresham when he converted it into a school in 
1546, and taken to one of his other houses, it may be even older than 1535, and belong to the beginning of the sixteenth 
century, as Holt had been the family house from early times. 

t We get an idea of his wealth from his loan to the Crown in 1546 of £40,000 ; his revival of the splendid pageant 
of the " Marching Watch," with its 2000 attendants, during his Mayoralty in 1547 ; the sumptuousness of his fUneral, 
as narrated by Stow ; and the number and amount of the bequests and legacies in his Will. The furniture in Sir 
Thomas Gresham's house at Mayfield, Sussex, was estimated at £7553 10s. Sd. ; that at Westacre, Norfolk, at £1655 ; 
and that at his house in Bishopsgate Street, London, at £1127.

Buckinghamshire and the citie of London as elsewhere within the realme of England 
made the 12"* day of Feb^ 1552 in manner and forme following. 

First I will and bequethe unto Dame Katherine my wiflPe during her natural 
liife in full satisfaction of all her dower all and singular those Manners 
messuages lands and tenements hereinafter expressed that is to say all that my

holding of Kobert Stone of Sondridge aforesaid and Anne his wiffe, and all other 
messuages lands rents and services reputed or taken to be parcell of the said 
Manner of Hethenden. And whereas I the said Sir John Gresham K' by dede 
indented dated the xvi^ Feb'" in the xxxiiii. yere of the late Kyng of most famous 
memoiy Henry VIIL, Granted and demised unto one Brian Gaville of Westrain 
yeman and Margaret his wifte for terme of certain yeres yett enduring all that ferme 
parcell of the Manner of Westram called the Curtilage of Westram with all edifices 
to the same belonging, and also all that my tenement called Charmanes in West- 
ram with all and singular the appurtenances, together with the game and profittes of 
the conyes belonging to the same Manner, yielding and paying therefere yerely unto 
me my heyres and assigns £23 5s. 8d. Item I give unto the said Dame Katherine my 
wiffe in ftirther recompence of her said dower all that my said Manner or ferme of 
Westram and other the premises devised to the said Brian Gaville to have and to 
holde for terme of her Me. Also I give and bequethe unto the said Dame Kathe- 
rine my wiffe all that my Manner of Warlingnam and the parsonage of War- 
lingham in the County of Surrey with all the appurtenances, granted by indenture 
tor terme of yeres to one John Cater Vintener of London, and all that my Manners of 
Felcourte Sandersted and Langhurste Co. Surrey, and also all that my Ferme wherein 
Stevyn of Loffested dwellithe and payethe by yere £10 and also all my Manner 
of Rowheltes in Warlingham Co. Surrey late in the tenure of William Hardyng and 
new in the tenure of one Mr. Warner, and all that my ferme, messuages and lands 
in the parish of Marten Co. Surrey called Westbames now in the tenure of Themas 
Carpender. And all that my parsonage of Mayefelde alias Maigfelde Co. Sussex now 
in the tenure and ferme of William Pankurst for £15 by yere and also all that 
my parsonage of Wadhorste Co. Sussex now in the tenure of Thomas Darrell for 
£11 by yere and also all that my Manner of Waldyngham with the appurtenances 
Co. Surrey new in the tenure of Richard Kemsall and all messuages lands and 
tenements in Waldyngham new in the tenure of Robert Rewete, and all ether my 
lands and tenements being parte or parcell of Felcourte Sandersted Langhurste 
Warlingham Mayefeld Wadhurst Rowheltes Waldyngham and the terme called West- 
bames I give and bequethe unto the said Dame Katherine my wiffe and her 
assigns during her natural liffe. 

Also I give unto the said Dame Katherine in recompense of her dower all that 
my messuage or tenement with the appurtenances sett and being in Milkestreete in 
the parish of St. Mary Magdalen in Milkestreete London, now in the tenure of 
Nicholas Byngham haberdassher and all my messuages and tenements with the 
appurtenances in Bassinge-hawe in London except the great messuage and tenement 
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with the appartenences wherein I nowe doo enhabite and dwell to have and to 
hold daring her natarall lifPe, and inrther I will and bequethe my great mesBuage 
and tenement unto her as long as she shall live sole and unmarried. And if the 
said Dame Katherine be not content with the lands herein devised to her by way of 
dower, I will that then my will be void and of none effect as touching the premises 
therin to her devised 

Item I leave and suffer to descende and com to William Gresham my oldest 
Sonne and heire apparaunte My Manner of Tyttesey alias Tythesey Co. Surrey with 
all the members and appurtenances and all other lands rents reversions fermes and 
services in the townes parishes and feldes of Tythesey aforesaid, and also my Manners 
of Lymesfelde and Brodeham Co. Surrey with the appurtenances, and also my capital 
Mansion and tenement called Me place' in the parish of Oxstede which I the said 
Sir John Gresham K^ lately purchased of Sir Thomas Pope K^ and all mannors 
lands and tenements in Lymesfelde Brodeham and Oxstede excepte my Mannor of 
Langhurste. Also I leave and suffer to descend to William Gresham my sonne my 
Mannor of Etonbridge alias Edolnebridge Co. Kent and the parsonage of the same 
and my mannor and parsonage of Westram and all the lands and tenements to the 
said mannor belonging and to the Mannor of Etonbridge except the ferme of the 
curtilage of Westram and my tenement of Charmanes, Also I leave to W" Gres- 
ham my Bonne after the decease of Dame Katherine my wiffe all the ferme wherein 
Stevyn of Lofested dwellith in Counties of Surrey and Kent and a certain quit- 
rent of 18' 4* paid out yerely of the lands belonging to Feky lies-hole which was 
belonging to my late brother William Harding. And all my lands tenements and 
houses in Bowe Brickhill and little Brickhill Co. Bucks and all those my lands in 
Bucks and my ferme called Wellcombes and Laurence in the parish of Wattington 
in the occupation of Eowete and Bassett, and all my tenements sett and being in 
the pariah of St. Mary Magdalene in Milkestreete in the tenure of Robert Sharpe. 
And if my son William Gresham be not satisfied with the lands by me devised to 
him in reversion, then the said lands to descend to John and Edmund Gresham my 
sons and their heires, and for lack for such heires to Ursula Cicile and Elizabeth

and Waddehurste in the same Countie of Sussex. Also I give and bequethe unto 
John Gresham my sonne all other my lands tenements rents reversions services &c. 
to the same mannors parkes and parsonages belonging, and all other my messuages 
milles lands woods rents reversions services tithes pencions porcions and all other 
my possessions whatsoever they be whiche I late bought and purchased of Sir Edward 
Northe Knight now Lord Northe sett lying and being in the towne and parishes of 
Mayefelde Waddehurst Frankham and Lambhurst in the Countie of Sussex. Also 
I give and bequethe unto John Gresham my sonne after the decease of the said 
Dune Katheryne my wyffe my ferme messuages lands and tenements called West- 
bames lying and being in the parish of Marten in the Countie of Surrey to have 
and to hold all the said fermes lands and tenements to the said John and the heires 
of his body lawfully begotten upon condition hereafter following that is to say, that 
he the said John Gresham or his heirs shall give and pay to Elizabeth Gresham my 
daughter his sister at the day of her marriage or within one year after, of the 
rents and profits of the said Mannors one hundred pound over and above her parte 
of my goodes to her belonging by the custom of the citie of London. And if it

and hereditaments which I have in Holte aforesaid or elsewhere in the Countie of 
Norfolk excepte My Manner of Hoite Hales and all other lands and tenemento 
which I purchased of late of John Appliard Esq. and except the lands and 
tenements whiche I late purchased of Sir Edmond Windham K^ and Giles 
Sefowlde Esq. and also except all the land and tenements being freehold which 
I late purchased of Thomas Foly in Holte and Hetheringsett Co. Norfolk. Also 
I give and bequethe to Edmond Gresham after the decease of Dame Eatherine 
my wyffe my Mannors of Sandersted and Langhurste and all other my lands 
tenements and hereditaments in the parish of Sandersted and all the lands called 
Langhurste in the parish and feldes of Lymesfelde, and also my Mannors of War- 
lingham with the appurtenances and parsonage of Warlingham, the chapell of 
Chelsham with all tithes profitts and comodyties to them belonging and all other 
lands in Wai'lingham and Chelsham Co. Surrey, to have and to hold to my said 
Sonne Edmond and the heirs of his body lawfully begotten. 

And furthermore my mynde and will ys that after the decease of the said Dame 
Katherine my wyffe, or if she clayme any further dower and be not content with the 

f^rtion to her given that then the aforesaid tenements with the appurtenances which 
have in Milkstrete shall remayne and come to William Gresham my sonne and his 
heires for ever. Also I will and bequethe and my mynde and will ys that my tenement 
with the appurtenances in the parish of St. Pankeres in London shall after my decease 
remayne to Elizabeth Gresham my daughter and her heires for ever. And I will that 
ymmediately after the decease of Dame Katherine my wyffe my Mannors of Hethenden 
alias Henden and all the lands and pastures lying within the precincte and compas 
of the park pale of Handen Park within the parishes of Sondridge Brasted and 
Chiddingston, and my ferme and curtelage of Westram with the tenement of Char- 
maynes, my Mannor of Waldyngham and lands in Waldyngham wherein Richard 
Kemsall and Robert Rowte nowe dwell and also a parcell of ground called the 
Mannor of Rowholtes in the parish of Chelsham now being in the tenure of Mr. 
Warner and letten to Rowhoad and Bassete, and also my Mannor of Felcourte in 
the parish of Lyngfield devised to her for life shall remayne and come to William 
Gresham my sonne and the heires males of his body lawfully begotten, remainder

And to the intent that this my present Testament and last will shall be taken 
and knowne to be my very true last will I the above-named Sir John Gresham K* 
have hereunto subscribed my name with my owne hand and sette my scale in the 
presence of these whose names be hereafter written being specially called to be 
witnesses to the same. By me John Gresham Alderman, per me Jacobnm Skynner, 
by me John Southcote one of the undershriefcs of the citie of London, by me John 
Anderton Parson of St. Michaell in Bassinghall, by me Thomas Rowe merchant 
tailor, by me John Harlowe one of the clerks of the compter in the poultry and 
writer of this will, by me Fraunces Hendye, Alexander Comwell and Aiine Bower.

In the name of God Amen the 18"» day of September 1554. I, Sir John Gres- 
ham K^ citizen and alderman of London being hole of mynde and bodie and in 
good and perfect remembraunce lawde and praise be unto Almighty Qd do make 
my last will in manner and form following. 

First and principally I give and commend my soule to Almighty God and to his 
only begotten Son Jesus Christ my Saviour and Redeemer in whom and by whose 
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meritts I trust only to be saved and have remission of my sins. And I will my 
bodye to be in honnest manner buried and if I decease in the citie of Liondon then 
I will me to be buried in the parishe of St. Michaells in Bassingehawe in 
London by the discretion of my executors. Also I give and bequethe to threescore 
pore men threescore gownes of the value of xxvi" and viii** a pece. And to fortie 
pore women fortie gownes of the value of xx" a pece, the gownes to be delivered to 
every of them reddy made, the self same day that my bodye shall be buried, and I 
will the making thereof to be paid at my costs and charges. And if it fortune me 
to decease without the citie of London then I will that my bodye be buried within 
that parishe Churche where it shall fortune me to decease, by the advice of my Exe- 
cutors. And after my buriall I will that all such debts and duties as I have of right 
or conscience shall be truly contented and paid, and after my debts are paid and 
my fimeral expenses fynished and don, I will and my mynde is that all such blacke 
gownes and golde ringes as I have bequethed by my will to any person shall be 
deducte out of my hole goodes cattails and substaunce or ever any parte thereof be 
devided and this I charge my Executors to do before they make any portion or 
division of my saide goodes. 

And I will that a^re the said deductions made that then all and singular my 
goodes marchandizes cattails plate juells household stuff and debts whatsoever and 
wheresoever they be shall be devided into three equall partes and porcions according 
to the laudable use and custome of the citie of London, whereof I leave to Dame 
Katherine my wyffe one parte, also one other third parte I give to my children 
unmarried equally to be devided to be delivered to them at their age of xxi yeres or 
day of marriage, and the other thirde parte of all my goodes and cattails I reserve 
unto myselfe and to my Executors towards payment and performance of my legacies 
and bequests hereaftre following except before excepte. That is to say First I give 
and bequethe unto the high aulter of the parish Churche of our Lady in Alderman- 
bury where of late I was a parishioner for my tithes forgotten or withholden 
negligently x", and more to the reparations and amending of all things that doth 
appertain to the parish Church of AJdermanbury vi^ xiii* and iiii** the same to be paid 
to the Churchwardens there. Item I give and bequethe to the buildings and repara- 
cion in the parish church of St. Mary Magdalene in Milkstrete where i was sometime 
a parishioner twentie marcs to be bestowed by the discretion of the churchwardens 
and parishioners. Item I give towards the buying of ornaments and other neces- 
saries for the parish Churche of Bassies Hawe where I am a parishioner xvi" xiii* & iiii*. 
Item I give to be distributed and delte among the pore houaholders of the xxiv. wardes 
in London ccxl" that is to say to every warde x". Item to poor maydens marriages 
within the citie of London c" whereof I will every of them shall have x* Item to vii. 
prison houses hereafter named i,e. Ludgate Newgate the Marshalsea, the Kinges 
Benche and the two Compters and the con victe house at Westminster xiiii" among ^e 
prisoners of every of them xl*. Item to the pore people of every one of the five lazer 
howses next aboutte the citie of London xx* a pece i.e, every house xx* Also to the 
newe erected hospjtall called St. Barthelmew's Spittell in London of the foundation 
of King Henry VIII. the sum of Ixvi" xiiii" & iin\ Also to the hospitall lately 
founded within the late howse called the Gray friers and nowe Christes Church 1" 
to be paid within three months after my decease. Item to the repairing and 
amending of highways being most noysome and foule within xx miles compasse 
of the citie of London and especially Southwards P by the discretion of my 
Executors. 

Item to my brother Thomas Oresham priest xx" and a black gowne. To my 
sister Margaret King wyffe to Henry King gurdeler xxiii" vi" & viii<* and to every 
childe she now hath xx" at the age of xx yeres or day of marriage.

have already paid fxx^ and cxxx" remain unpaid I will that myne Executors shall 
within one yere after my decease paye and distribute the said cxxx^ among pore 
maydens marriages i,e. to every mayde xl^ until the said cxxx" be paide.

To my daughter 
Ellyn Uveaall wyffe of William Uvedall c marcs upon the condition that if the 
said William Uvedall do make any brabling or other demaunde of myne Executors 
and doth denye at the payment thereof to make them a general acquittance, then 
this gifte to be of none effect. And if it shall fortune me to dye any of my children 
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being orphauntes then I will that myne Executors or other who shall have my 
orphaunt's porcions or money in occupying, by consent of my Lord Mayor to putt 
in sufficient suerties, as well for the legacie money as for the orphanage, to the 
chamber of London in the courte of orphanage before the said Lorde Mayor for the 
same, and if the said orphans decease before they are married or come to age then I 
will that the other shall have the hole 100" of mm or her deceased and if they both 
decease then I will that Ell^ Uvedale have xxxiii" vi" & viii<* and Cicelly Jermyn 
the other xxxiii" vi" & viii*. To Elizabeth Gresham wyflfe of my sonne John 
Oresham fifty marcs. To Mary Rowe my daughter Irvi" xiii" iiii<* to Thomas Eowe 
her husband fifty marcs, to every child that my sonne Boo has xz" at their lawful 
age or marriage. Also to every child that my sonne William Gresham hath alive 
at my departing out of this world F a pece at their lawfid age or marriage. 

Also I will that thirty loads of carte coles shall be distributed among pore in- 
habitants of St. Michaell in Bassingehawe where I nowe dwell by three loaas every 
year, for the space of ten yeres. And I will that there be delte to the pore 
prysonners of Newgate every yere between Hallowtyde and Christmas three loades 
of coles till twelve yeres be past. And I will that myne Executors pay xxv" for 
making of Alexander Comwell my servant iree of the staplers at sucm time as he 
shall l^ made free of the said Company. And of this my present and last will I 
make executors John Greshame my sonne Dame Katherine my wyffe, my sonne in 
\awe Thomas Roo and my sonne Edmund Gresham having trust in them to perform 
my will. To my sonne in law Thomas Rowe for like intent fifty marcs. To every 
of my Executors and their wifes a black gowne to every of them and a ringe of gold 
of value iii" vi" & viii**. And Overseers of this my last wille I make Sir Rowland Hill 
and Sir Andrew Judd E*" and aldermen of the citie of London and my well beloved 
nephew Thomas Gresham. To Sir Rowland Hill and Sir Andrew Judd xl" a pece 
and a blacke gowne and to my nephew xv" desyring and praying them to take such 

rkins for me my wiffe and children as they wolde other men should do for them and 
desire and pray them to call upon my Executors to bring in my Inventory of all 
my goodes juells and plate in the Counsell chambre before my Lord Mayor and his 
brethem and in no wise to drive and prolong the tyme as we have done my brother 
Richard Gresham. 

And if my Lord Mayor please to call it within six weeks I will he have for his 
pains xl" and a black gowne. Item I bequethe to the right heir of Lytkin Vivolde 
Jenewaies which sometime did dwell in London in disdiarge of my conscience of 
XX peces of good kersies valued to be wourthe xl" a pece, xl" in ready money to 
be paid to his right heir. 

And the residue of my goodes &c. I will to be disposed of in dedes of charitie 
and pittie to pore hoseholders by the discretion of myne executours and especially if 
any of my own children shall hereafter in decay.

Sir John Maynard of the Parish of St Giles in the Fields Kt. then one of his 
Majesties Serjeants at Law and since deceased of the third part, Edward Gresham 
Esq™ my son and Heir apparent and Martha now his wife by the name of Martha 
Maynard youngest daughter of the said Sir John Maynard of the 4^ part, and 
Joseph Maynard of the said Parish of St Giles in the fields Esq' since deceased and 
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Doncambe Colchester of Westbary Co. Gloacester Esq'^ of the 5^ part, expectant and 
depending upon the severall ana respectire estates in the said deed limitted and 
declared. Now I the said Sir Marmadoke Greeham for the farther conveying and 
settling the said reversions and remainders of the severall estates in the said deed 
limitted doe hereby give and devise the said reversions and remainders nnto my son- 
in-law George Thorpe Doctor in Divinity, and Andrew Phillips of the Inner Temple 
London Esq. their heirs and assigns for and daring the life of my said son Edward 
Gresham apon trast to sapport the contingent remainders hereafter limitted from 
being destroyed and to make entry as often as need shall reqaire bat to permitt the 
said Edward Gresham and his assigns to take the Rents Issaes and Profits thereof 
daring his life. And after the decease of the said Edward Gresham I give the same 
to the first son of the bodv of the said Edward Gresham lawfally begotten and to 
the heirs males of the Body of snch first son. And for default of snch issae to the 
second third fonrth and every other son of the said Edward Gi'esham and of their 
severall and respective heirs males of their Bodies lawfally begotten. And for 
defanlt of such issae remainder to my son Charles Gresham daring the terme of his 
natural life with like remainder to the heirs males of his body successively in tail 
male. And for default of such issue to my son William during the terme of his 
natural life with like remainder to the heirs males of his body lawfully begotten and 
their heirs successively in tail male. And for default of such issue then to remain 
to my own right heirs for ever. 

Provided always and my mind and intent is that whereas in and by two severall 
Indentures both bearing date the first day of June in the two and thirtieth year of 
his late Majesty's Reign King Charles the Second and in the year of our Lord 1680, 
the one made between me of the one part and William Worth Citizen and Merchant 
Taylor of London and Elizabeth his wife of the other part and the other made 
between me of the one part and John Steer of Westerham Co. Kent yeoman of the other 
part I have severally covenanted for me my Heirs Executors and Administrators 
with them the said William Worth and John Steer their severall Heirs and Assigns 
that each of them should quietly and peaceably hold and enjoy the Lands and Tene- 
ments by the said Indentures to them severally conveyed against all persons claim- 
ing under me (except as in the said Covenants is excepted). Now if either of my 
younger sons Charles or William refuse to release all Right Title or Interest in the 
said lands severally to the said William Worth and John Steer upon reasonable 
notice and request on that behalfe made, then the legacy and devise hereby made 
and all benefit and advantage of this my Will to such son or sons soe refusing shall 
cease and determine provided always that such Tender be made within seven years 
after my decease. 

Provided also and my mind and intent is and I doe hereby will and devise that 
notwithstanding any use or estate herein before limitted, it shall be lawful and I 
doe hereby give fall power and authority to my son Edward Gresham at any time 
daring his natural life, and after the decease and failure of issue male of the said 
Edward Gresham for every other my said sons respectively during such time as they 
shall stand and be seized of and in an estate of freehold in the Manner of Wester- 
ham by this my Will to them limitted and devised from time to time as they may 
happen to marry, as occasion may require to settle a Jointure by deed in writing 
inaented to be by them sealed and subscribed in the presence of two or more credible 
witnesses, at their will and pleasure to grant or appoint the said Manner of Wester- 
ham with the appurtenances or any part thereof or to charge the same with any 
annuity or yearly rent charge not exceeding three hundred pounds pr annum to 
and for any or every such woman or women wife or wives as they shall hereafter 
happen to marry. In trust for her to continue during the life of such respective 
Wife for her jointure and in lieu and full barr of her dower. 

Item I doe hereby give unto my said Son Charles Gresham all my Library of 
Books. Item I give unto the poor of the said Parish of Titsey forty pounds, and 
the like sum of forty pounds to the poor of the said Parish of Limpsfield to be 
divided among them by the advice and approbacion of the Minister of the said 
respective Parishes. In witness whereof I the said Sir Marmaduke Gresham have 
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unto this my last Will and Testament sett my hand and seal the 14^ of January 
in the Beventh year of the Reign of our SoTeraign Lord William the Third and in 
the year of our Lord 1695.

In the name of God. Amen. The 24^ day of June 1715. I Sir Charles 
Gresbam of Titsey Co. Surrey Baronet being of indifferent good health of body and 
of sound and perfect mind and memory praised be God therefore, but considering 
the certainty of my death and the uncertainty of the time thereof do therefore make 
and ordain this to be my last Will and Testament in manner and form following. 

Imprimis I recommend my soul to God who gave it and my body I commit to the 
earth to be decently buried at the discretion of my Executors and as touching my 
Temporal Estate I aispose thereof as followeth. Item I give to the poor people of the 
Parish of Titsey the sum of five pounds and to the poor people of the Parish of 
Limpsfield the like sum of five pounds to be distributed at the discretion of my 
Executors within three months next after my decease. 

Item I give unto Dame Mary my loving wife my best tea table and silver 
teapot and ail furniture thereto belonging to be delivered to her immediately after 
my decease. Item I do hereby give and devise unto her during the term of her 
natural life all that my Farm called Tyle House Farm in Limpsfield now in lease to 
Christopher Lovell and of the yearly rent of fifty seven pounds, and also one moiety 
of Hall Farm in Oxted which said moietv is now in lease to Richard Jewell at the 
yearly rent of five and thirty pounds, and I do hereby ratify and confirm the settle- 
ments on her by me already made of the said farm and lands for the said term of 
her life. 

Item I give to my brother William Gresham and sister Alicia Gresham the sum 
of ten pounds apiece to be paid within twelve months after my decease. Item I 
give onto Mrs. Ann €k)dfrey the sum of ten pounds to be paid within twelve months 
after my decease. It^n I give unto my eldest son Marmaduke Gresham the ring 
which was my fathers commonly called the family Ring. And I also give unto him 
my two best saddle horses which he shall choose to be delivered to him immediately 
after my decease. 

Item I give unto my eldest daughter Mary Gresham my silver tankard of about 
the quantity of three pints, and I also give and devise unto her and to her heirs 
and assigns for ever all that my parcel of meadow land commonly called Peacocks 
Mead with all and singular the appurtenances lying in Titsey. 

Item I give to my servant Charles Comfort five pounds, and to Edward Farrant 
of Tattesfield twenty shillings. To my footboy reter NichoUs the sum of five 
pounds for and towards the putting him apprentice and not otherwise. 

Item I do hereby give and devise unto my said eldest son Marmaduke Gresham 
and to his heirs and assigns for ever all that the advowson, donation free disposition 
and right of patronage of and in the Rectoir and Parish Church of Tattesneld Co. 
Surrey in lieu and recompense of the sum of one hundred and fifty guineas which I 
received of William Saxbv of Lingfield gentleman as a consideration for securing 
him the said William Saxby and his heirs in the possession of certain lands callea 
Willmotts in Lingfield aforesaid. And I do herebv desire my said son Marmaduke 
to release and convey unto the said William Saxby his heirs and assigns all his right 
and title to the said lands called Willmotts upon request to him made by the said 
William Saxby his heirs or assigns. And if the said Marmaduke my son shall refuse 
or neglect to release the said lands to the said William Saxby or if he shall disturb 
the said William Saxby his heirs or assigns in the possession of the said lands that 
then the legacies and devise hereby made and given and all benefit and advantage 
of this my Will to my said son Marmaduke sha^U cease and be utterly void and then 
I do hereby give and devise the said advowson and aU ot^er things to him devised 
unto and amongst the rest of my said children in such maimer as my other real and 
personal estate is hereinafter devised and given. 

Item all the rest residue and remainder of my messuages lands tenements 
hereditaments goods chattels money debts and estate whatsoever as well real as 
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personal as well in poRsession as reyersion (not before herein otherwise disposed of) 
tofrether with the sura of two thousand pounds which by an Act of Parliament made 
in the 12"* year of the reign of our late Sovereign Lady Queen Anne of happy 
memory intituled an Act to enable me to raise the sum of five thousand pounds and 
interest and maintenance for Elizabeth the daughter of my brother Sir Edward 
Gresham Baronet deceased and to make provision for my younger children I am 
empowered to charge on the Manor of Westerham and on certain lands in Wester- 
ham and Limpsfield for the portion and portions of aU and every my younger 
children I give and devise unto my seven younger children Edward, Charles, Mary, 
Alicia, Martha, Anne, and Beatrice or to such of them as shall be living at the time 
of my decease and to their heirs and assigns for ever equally to be divided between 
them share and share alike after mv debts legacies and funeral expenses shall be 
thereout first fuUy satisfied and paid, and if any of my said seven younger children 
shall happen to die before they attain the age of twenty one years leaving no issue 
then the part and share of him her or them so dying snail be divided amongst the 
survivors of them in equal proportions share and share alike. 

Item I do hereby make and ordain Thomas Reader Clerk Rector of Tattesfield 
and John Foster Clerk Executors in trust of this my last Will during the respective 
minorities of my said children and do hereby empower them to receive and take the 
rents profits interest and proceed of all my Estate and also the interest of the said 
Two thousand pounds until my said seven younger children shall attain their 
respective ages of one and twenty and with the same to bring up maintain and 
educate them until they attain the said age and then to give a true and just account 
to each of thera respectively of and concerning his or her respective share. And I give 
to my said Executors in trust two guineas a peice besides their necessary expenses. 
And lastly I do hereby appoint my said loving wife and M" Anne Godfrey to be 
guardians of my said seven younger children and to have the education tuition and 
bringing up of them until they attain their said respective ages of one and twenty 
years for wnich said education and maintenance I order my said Executors in trust to 
pay unto them all the said rents profits and interest of my Estate and also the 
interest of the said Two thousand pounds. In witness whereof I the said Sir 
Charles Gresham (revoking all former Wills by me heretofore made) have to each 
sheet of this my last Will containing two sheets of paper set my hand and seal the 
day and year first above written. Signed sealed published and declared by the said 
Testator Sir Charles Gresham to be his last Will in the presence of William 
Andrews, Sarah Allingham, J. Farmer Jun'. 

Memorandum that I Sir Charles Gresham of Titsey Baronet being of sound 
mind and perfect memory praised be God for the same do make this Codicil annexed 
to my last Will and Testament in manner following. 

First my intent is that as my servant Charles Comfort is long gone from me he 
shall have but one shilling in lieu of the five pounds given him in my Will. Item 
I do also give to my brother William twenty pounds and to Mary his wife the sum 
of ten pounds to be paid unto them over and above the ten pounds given to my 
said brother William in my Will. Item I give to my son Marmaduke over and 
above what I have given him in my Will my gold watch to be delivered to him 
immediately after my decease. Item I give to my servant William Andrewes 
twenty pounds. In witness whereof I have to this Codicil set my hand and seal 
the 1 7"" of March 1717.

In the Name of God Amen. I Sir Marmadnke GreBham of Titsey Co. Smrej 
Bart, being of sonnd and diaposing mind memory and nnderatanding praised be 
Almighty God for the same hereby revoking anmJliDg and making Toid all former 
and other Wills by me made do make and declare this to be my laat Will and 
Testament in manner and form following (that is to say) : — First and principally 
I recommend my sonl into the hands of Almighty God that gare it and my body I 
commit to the earth to be interred at the discretion of my Execntors hereinafter named 
and AS coaching the real and persontJ estate whereof I or any pereons in tmst for 
me am or are seized or possessed of or interested in either in possession revertion 
remainder or expectancy or which I have power to dispose of I give and devise the 
same as followetn (that is to say)^ 

I give nnto my loving wife Dame Ann Qresham all that my capital mesanage 
or tenement wherein I now dwell with the dove-honae stables ont-bonBeB edifices 
and buildings yards gardens orchards backsides and appartenaaces tberennto 
belonging together with the use of the fiimitnre of my said capital messaage and of 
my coach and horses with the harness for the same and also one piece or parcell of 
land called Bam Meadow in my occnpation and also all the fish ponds and other 
ponds now also in my own occapation with the liberty of fishing therein. To have 
hold and enjoy all the said premises nnto my said loving wife imtill such of my 
loving sons Charles Gresham and John Gresham as shall happen to live and first 
attain the age of twenty-five years shall have attained the said age if my said loving 
wife shall so long happen to live and Irom and immediately after the attaining the 
said age by either of my said sons I give and bequeath all the said premises nnto 
snch of my said sons as shall so happen to live and first attain the said age and to 
his heirs and assigns for ever. Bnt if both my said sons shall happen to die before 
they attain the said age then I give all the said premises nnto my said loving wife 
for the term of her natnral life and after her decease nnto snch persons and for 
snch nses and pnnioses as my other real and personal estates hereinafter mentioned 
are given devised limited or appointed. 

Also I give and devise nnto Thomas Mompesson Esq. of Snndnsh in the Oonnty 
of Kent and unto my Coosin John Godfrey of Newgate Street London Linnen- 
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draper and to their heirs all those the advowsons of the Rectorys of the Churches 
of Titsey Lympsfield and Tatsfield Co. Surrey upon trust that they the said Thomas 
Mompesson and John Godfrey do and shall upon every avoidance of any or either 
of the said Churches as shall at any time happen in the lifetime of my said sons or 
either of them untill that my said son John shall attain the age of twenty-four 
years present such person unto each of the said Churches as my said son Charles 
if living or if dead as my said son John shall appoint so as such person do first 
become bound unto Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey in such sum of money 
as Uiey shall think fit with condition for making void the same bond if the person 
so to be presented do within six months next after my son John shall attain his 
age of twenty- four years in due form of law resign such Church or Churches and 
procure such resignation to be accepted so as such Church or Churches may again 
be void. And upon this Airther trust that they the said Thomas Mompesson and 
John Godfrey shall present my said son John (being in Holy Orders and capable of 
being presented) unto such two of the said Churches as shall first happen to become 
void after that he shall have attained the age of twenty-four years and as they and 
each of them shall first happen to become void and also shall present my said son 
John unto the other of the said Churches as shall last happen to become void after 
that my said son shall have attained his age of twenty-four years (if my said son 
do within three months next after the becoming void thereof in due form of law 
resign one of the said two other Churches to which he may have been presented). 
Provided always that if my son John shall not resign such Church as aforesaid 
then my mind and will is that the said Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey shall 
present such other person unto all and every of the said Churches so becoming 
void as the person or persons being at the time of the becoming void thereof in 
possession of or intituled unto my real estate hereinafter mentioned by virtue of 
this my Will shall thereunto nominate and appoint. And upon this further trust 
that the said Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey shall immediately after that 
they shall have presented unte any of the said Churches after that my son John 
shall have attained his age of twenty-four years stand seized of or otherwise 
reconvey the said advowsons of the said Churches te the use of such persons and 
for snch and the same uses intents and purposes as my said real estate hereinafter 
mentioned is given devised limited ana appointed. Provided also that if my son 
John shall happen te die before he attain his said age of twenty-four years or after 
his attaining such age and before all or any of the Churches shall become void then 
my mind and will is that the said Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey shall 
immediately after the decease of my said son stand seized or otherwise reconvey the 
said advowsons unte such persons and for the same uses as my said real estate 
hereinafter mentioned is given and devised. 

Also I give unto mj said son John one annuity or yearly rent of sixty pounds 
for and during and untill such of the feasts of the Nativity of our Lord God and 
Saint John Baptist as shall first happen after that any of the said Churches shall 
become void after that my son shall have attained his age of twenty-four years to 
be issuing out of my Manners and Lands hereinafter mentioned and to be paid to 
my son John by equal and half-yearly payments. 

Also I give unto my loving daugnter Anne Gresham one annuity of ninety 
pounds from the time of the decease of my said loving wife Dame Ann Gresham 
untill such of the said feasts of the Nativity of our Lord God and St. John Baptist 
as shall first happen after the day of mamage of my said daughter or of death of 
my said wife which shall first happen for her support and maintenance to be issuing 
out of my Manners and Lands hereinafter mentioned to be paid to her by equal 
half-yearly payments the first payment to accrue on such of the said feasts as shall 
first happen after the decease of my said loving wife. Also I give and bequeath 
unto my said daughter the sum of £3000 to be paid unto her on the day of her 
marriage so as such marriage be had by and with the consent of my said loving 
wife and the said Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey and the survivors of them. 
But if my said daughter shall happen to marry without such consent then I do 
give and bequeath unto her the sum of 20" and no more in lieu of the said £3000. 
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AIbo I giye and bequeath unto my cousin Richard Oresham for the term of his 
natural life one annuity of four pounds to be paid unto him by equal quarterly 
payments to be issuing out of my Mannors Lands and Tenements and my mind 
and will is that the several annuities aforesaid shall be paid unto the seyeral 
annuitants from time to time as the same shaU become due freed and discharged 
of all manner of Taxes Deductions and Impositions whatsoeyer. 

Also my mind and will is and I do hereby direct and appoint that my said son 
Charles shall by and out of the said Mannors messuages lands tenements and here- 
ditaments hereinafter mentioned and by and out of the rents and profits thereof 
haye allowed unto him for his maintenance and education the yearly sum of eighty 
pounds until he attain his age of 18 years or go to the Uniyersity and the yearly 
sum of £150 from the time of his attaining his said age or going to the Uniyersity 
until he shall attain the age of twenty-fiye years or be marri^ by or with such 
consent and approbation as is hereinafter mentioned to be paid unto him by my 
Executors by half-yearly payments. And my will and mind ftirther is that in case my 
said son Charles shall happen to dye before he attain the age of twenty-fiye years 
or be married as aforesaid then my said son John shall in lieu of the annmty of 
£60 before giyen unto him have allowed unto him for his maintenance and educa- 
tion out of the said Manors lands and tenements the yearly sum of £80 until he 
shall attain his age of 18 years or go to the University and the yearly sum of £150 
from the time of his attaining his said age or going to the University until he attain 
the age of 25 years or be married with the consent and approbation as is hereafter 
mentioned to be paid unto him by my Executors by equal half-yearly payments. 

Also I give and bequeath unto the said Thomas Mompesson and John (Godfrey 
all and singular other my goods chattels and personal estate whatsoever not herein- 
before disposed of upon trust and to the intent and purpose that they and the 
Survivor of them his Executors and Administrators do and snail after payment of all 
such debts as shall be owing by me at the time of my decease together with the 
charges of my funeral and the several pecuniary legacies by me given (if any shall 
then remain) pay apply and dispose thereof to and for such uses as the overplus 
of the rents and profits of my said Mannors and lands hereinafter mentioned are 
given and appointed. And I do make and appoint the said Thomas Mompesson and 
John Godfrey Joint Executors of this my last Will and Testament. And if it shall 
happen that my said goods chattels and personal estate shall fall short and not be 
sufficient for the payment of my debts legacies and funeral expenses then I give 
and devise unto the said Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey all and singular 
my Mannors Messuages Lands and Tenements situate lying and being in the 
Countys of Surrey and Kent or elsewhere whereof I or any person in trust for me 
i^ seized or interested in for and during the term of 500 years to be accounted 
from the time of my decease upon trust tnat they do and shall by Mortgage or Sale 
of all or any part of the said Mannors etc. for all or any part of the said term or by 
and out of the rents and profits thereof remaining after the payment of the said 
several yearly and other payments raise and levy such sums of money as shall in 
aid of my said personal estate before given unto them be sufficient for the payment 
of my debts legacies and funeral expenses. And as for and concerning all my said 
Mannors etc. or such of them as shall remain unsold I give and devise the same 
unto Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey until my said son Charles shall attain 
his age of 25 years or be marryed with the consent and approbation of my loving 
wife Dame Anne Gresham and Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey which shall 
first happen if my said son shall so long live but if he shall dye then I give and 
devise the same unto them until my son John shall attain his age of 25 years or be 
marryed with consent as aforesaid upon trust and confidence that they shall from 
time to time by and with the rents and profits of the said Mannors etc. or such of 
them as shall remain unsold pay the several yearly and other payments wherewith 
the same by this my Will are charged. 

Also my will and mind is that if my son Charles shall have attained the age of 
25 years at the time of my decease or if not so soon as he shall have attained the 
said age or be marryed with consent as aforesaid I give and devise the said Mannors 
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etc. (subject to the said yearly and other payments) nnto my said son Charles and 
to his heirs and assigns for ever and if my son Charles shall happen to dye in my 
lifetime and my son John shall have attained the age of 25 years at the time of my 
decease or if my son Charles shall me surviye and shall afterwards dye before he 
attain the said age or be marryed then so soon after the decease of my said son 
Charles as my son John shall attain the said age or be marryed I do give and 
devise the said Manners etc. nnto my son John his heirs and assigns for ever. 
And if it shall happen that both my sons shall die before the age of 25 years or 
marriage then after the decease of them I give and devise nnto my loving brother 
Edward Gresham for the term of his natural life one annuity of £100 free from all de- 
ductions to be issuing out of my said Manners etc. to be paid by half-yearly payments. 

Also my will and mind is that if my Daughter Ann shall at the time of the 
decease of my said sons be marryed then I give and devise the said Manners etc. 
unto my said Daughter for the term of her natural life so as such marriage be had 
with the consent of her mother and the said Thomas Mompesson and John Godfrey. 
But if she be sole and unmarryed at the time of the decease of my sons then I give 
and bequeath the said premisses unto her until the day of her marria^ or death 
which shall first happen and from and after her marriage unto my said daughter 
for the term of her natural life and after her decease unto the first and every other 
son of my said daughter and their sons successively in tail male and for default of 
such issue male of my said daughter then to all ana every daughter of the body of 
my said daughter and their heirs to take as tenants in common and not as joint tenants. 

And if my said Daughter dye without issue or sole and unmarried I give and 
devise the said Manners etc. unto my brother Edward Gresham for the term of his 
natural life and to his first and other sons successively in tail male and for default 
of such issue male then to all and every daughter of my said brother and their 
heirs to take as tenants in common and net as joint tenants and for default of such 
issue unto the said John Godfrey his heirs and assigns for ever. 

And if there shaU be any overplus of my prsonal estate after payments of my 
debts etc. and also of the rents and profits or my said Manners etc. my mind and 
will is that Thomas Mompesson ana John (Godfrey shall place out at interest the 
same upon such security as they shall approve of and continue the same until my 
son Charles shall attain his age of 25 years or marry and then pay the same to him 
with the interest and proceed thereof. And if he die then to my son John when he 
shall attain his age of 25 years or marry and if he shall dye then to such person as 
shall become intituled to the inheritance of my said Mannors by virtue of this my 
will.

best and most improved yearly rent without any fine or premium. 

And I idso declare my meaning to be that if my said daughter shall many 
while both or either of my wife and her sister Mrs. Martha Clayton be living and 
if such marriage shall be without the previous consent in writing of my said wife if 
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she be liying or if she be dead of the said Mrs. Martha Clayton then the estate for 
life of my said daughter in my said estates shall not be general as before 
mentioned but shall be in all respects for the sole and separate nse of my said 
daughter independent of any husband of her so that no part of the income of my 
estates shall be subject to the disposition or control debts or engagements of any 
such husband. And if my said daughter shall marry in the life time of my said

at law. And soon after his death I and William Ainge duly proved his said will 
and I have possessed part of his personal estate and he left personal estate to a 
considerable amount of the kind which he directed to be laid out in the purchase of 
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land all which remainB as jet wholly nninyested in the purchase of land and I have 
not yet made any settlement of his real estates or any part thereof to all or any of 
the uses directed by his will nor have made any appointment or declaration of or 
concerning any uses trasCs or purposes to for or upon which his real estates or any 
part thereof shall be settled in remainder after those particularly directed by his 
Will pursuant to the power given to me. 

Now therefore in pursuance of the trust and in exercise of the power reposed in 
me I do hereby devise and dispose of all the real estates of my late husband vested 
in me by his last will unto the B^ Honb^ John Earl of Egmont in the late kingdom 
of Ireland and Baron Lovell and Holland in the kingdom of G^ Britain and to his 
heirs upon the uses and trusts hereinafter mentioned (that is to say). As concern- 
ing the said &rms which at the date of my late husband's Will were in the occupa- 
tion of William Dean and William Peters to the use and intent that Ann 
Newcombe and her assigns shall during her natural life receive out of the rents 
and profits thereof for her and their own use and benefit an annuity of £20.

his life, and from and after his death to the use of the first son of his body and the 
heirs male of the body of such son and for default of such issue to the use of the 
second third and every other son of him the said Charles Legh Hoskins Master 
and the heirs male of the body of such sons respectively in tail male. And for 
default of such issue to all and every the daughter and daughters of the said Charles 
Legh Hoskins Master as tenants in common, and the heirs of the bodies of such 
daughter or daughters.

And after failure of all such issue of Mary Ann Master to the use of all and 
every the daughters of the Rev. Legh Hoskins Master equally to be divided 
between them and of their heirs respectively. And after failure of all the issue of 
the Rev. Legh Hoskins Master to the use of Eatherine Master widow mother of 
the Rev. Legh Hoskins Master and first cousin of my late husband Sir John 
Gresham and her assigns for her natural life and after the determination of all the 
estates aforesaid to the use of the right heirs of the said Sir John Gresham for ever. 
And my will and meaning is that it shall be lawful for any person or persons being

Provided also and it is my will and meaning that if my said daughter shall have 
married in my lifetime without my consent and after my death without the consent 
of my sister Martha Clayton that then the said John Earl of Egmont and his heirs 
shall be seized of the said estates before to her limited in trust to receive the rents 
and profits for her sole and separate use and benefit exclusive of her husband and so 
as to be free from his control. 

And I declare my will and meaning to be with regard to the limitation herein- 
before made of the said estates in remainder to Clement Samuel Strong for the term 
of 500 years, that the said Clement Samuel Strong shall stand and be possessed of 
all the said estates for the said term upon trust that if the beforementioned Ann 
Osborne widow sister of my said husband shall be living at the time when such

And first I give to my faithful and affectionate servant 
Mary Marston a clear annuity of £30 free from all deductions for her life if she 
shall be in my service at my death. And to my ever dear friend Mrs. Hannah 
Shelley a clear annuity of £20 for her life in addition to a clear annuity of £80 
which I have in writing absolutely engaged to pay her for the same time. And 1 
give to Mrs. Anne Turner a clear annuity of £10 for her life, all three annuities to 
be paid half yearly. And I beg of my much loved sister Martha Clayton and my 
dear friend Miss Streatfeild to accept of a legacy of £100 each. And I give the 
like sum of £100 to my maid servant Mary Marston if living with me at my death. 
And I give £10 each to all my domestic servants who shall be living with me at 
my death and shall then have lived a year with me. And I request that the said 
John Earl of Egmont will accept a legacy of £100 to buy a ring or anything else 
which may be more agreeable to him and that the said Clement Samuel Strong 
will accept a legacy of £50. And I give £100 to William Ainge; all these legacies 
to be paid within a month after my decease. And I give £20 to the poor of the 
Parish of Titsey to be distributed at the discretion of my daughter, and I desire 
that the small allowance of one shilling a week being £2 12s. a year to James 
Chitty a poor blind young man at Limpsfield may be continued during his life and 
that a further allowance of £10 a year may be also paid to him during his life. 
And I give to the said William Ainge my silver cup and cover which was the 
property of his friend Edmund Hoskins Esq. And I give all the rest of my 
))erson£d estate and effects unto my said daughter for her use which makes it 
unnecessary for me to specify anything but it is my wish that she will preserve the 
watch which was usually worn by her affectionate and ever to be respected father 
the said Sir John Gresham. 

And I desire my said daughter as soon as can be after my death to place out in 
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the joint names of herself and the said Mary Marston such a sum in 8 per Cent. 
Consolidated or Reduced Annuities or in Old or New South Sea Annuities as will 
be sufficient for securing by the dividends thereon the annuity of £80 given to her 
the said Mary Marston. And I desire that my daughter may use the like mode 
for securing the said two annuities of £20 and £80 to the said Mrs. Shelley and of 
the said annuity of £10 to the said Ann Turner respectively. And I appoint my 
said daughter Katherine Maria Gresham sole Executrix hereof and I revoke all 
other Wills. In witness whereof I have to this my Will contained in 24 sheets of 
paper to the first 28 thereof set my hand and to me 24^ my hand and seal the 5^ 
day of April 1802.

Lady Gresham's last injunctions taken down immediately. Recommending 
Miss Gresham with great earnestness to be good to all her people. When she took 
leave of Miss Gresham she begged that Peters might have his lease. She hoped 
Miss Gresham would be good and kind to Marston who had been unremitting in her 
attention and duty to her to the last that when Mr. Ainge came it was her intention 
to do something more for her. Lady Gresham desired that I would teke care that 
all Lord Egmont's letters were destroyed. A short time before her death she desired 
with great earnestness and repeated it twice that £40 a year might be added to 
Mrs. Marston's legacy Mr. Herbert was present and I desired him to bear witness.

And by this my last will I do utterly revoke all other willes concemyng the dispo- 
sicion and order of my londes by me before made. And this only to stande and be 
my last will. In Witnes wherof I the seid Sir Richard Gresham have subscribed 
thes presentes withe myne owne hande and thereto sett my scale the xx"* day of 
Februarye in the thirde yere of the reigne of our soveraigne lorde Kyng Edward 
the sixte.

Will of Sir Richard Gresham, 1549. 

The XX daye of February 1548 iii the third yere of Edward VI. I Sir Richard 
Gresham K* Alderman of the Citie of London being in good mynde and perfect 
memory do make and ordain my last will and testament in manner and forme 
following : First I bequeathe my soul to Almighty Gk)d, and my bodye to be buried 
in honest manner within the parishe churche of S^ Laurens in tholde Jurye of 
London or elsewhere as I shall happen to decease. And after my bodye broughte 
in earthe I will that all my debts be paid, and I do freely forgyve my sonne Sir 
John Gresham K' the sum of cl" which I late lent unto hym in redye money, and 
I doe also forgyve my sonne Thomas Gresham the sum of cc" which he oweth me. 
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And after my debts paid then I will that my goodes and cattails be derided into 
thre equall parts, wnereoif I bequethe one parte to my right well beloved wyfe 
Isabel Gresham, another parte equally to be devided among my thre children Sir 
John Gresham, Thomas Gresham and Elizabeth Gresham, and the thirde parte I 
reserve for myself for the performyng of my legacies, out of whiche I give and 
bequethe to the high aulter of the parish churche of St. Laurens or to the parish 
churche where as I shall fortune to decease xl", and also to one or the other xl' to 
be disposed among poore people of the same parish. And I give to every of the vi 
Jales, the two Comters, ludgate, Newgate, the King's Bench and the Marshalsie 
xxs. a pece. To mv brother Henry Kyng and his wyflfe fourtie pounds at the 
rate or xx marcs by yere. To my cosyn Dunnes wyffe vi" xiii* iiii**, and to 
every of her children, vi" xiii" iiii**. To everjr of my cosyn Frauncis 
(Jerbridge his children late of Walsingham vi" xiii* iiii** a. pece. To every 
of my cosyn Chaundeler's children except Richard vi" xiii* iiii* and to the said 
Richard x". To every woman servant being of my houshold at the tyme of my 
decease x". To Thomas Kydd my servant in the north country xl* and to every 
other of my servants in the north country xx* a pece. To Thomas Oultyng my 
bailiff in Suffolk xP, to John Bowde my tenaunt at Intwood xx*, to the person of 
Intwood a rynge of the price of xl*. To every of my menservaunts v" and a blak 
coate meate and drinke in my house and thir wages besides the said v" for a hole 
yere next after my decease if they will do service for the same to mj wyffe. 

To the Worshippfhl Company of Mercers towards a dynner or ii at thir pleasure 
x". Item I will that my wyfe have all my houshold stuff in my houses at 
Blethenall Grene co. Midd. and in Ryngessell co. Suffolk paying for the same to my 
executors as it shall be praysed at by indifferent praysers. And my son John 
Gresham shall have the preferment in the buying of all my houshold stuff in my 
house of Intwoode co. Norfolke and also in my house at Orembery co. York paying 
as it shall be pra^'sed by an indifferent prayser. To John Fitzwilliams my late 
servante xx" and a rynge of xl*. Item I gyye to the maintenance of the poore 
people of S' Bartilmews spittell newly erect^ xl". Item I gyve to pore inhabitants 
housholders of my warde of Chiepe xx". To Sir John Hall clerk my recey vor in the 
northe partes for his paynes xx" and a ringe value xl', to Thomas Atkins gent x". 

Item I gyve to my Lord Protector's Grace and to ray Ladies Grace his wyfe 
every of them one rynge of gold of the value of vi" a pece. To my Lorde of 
Warwicke and to my ladie his wife to every of them a rynee price iii" the pece. To 
my Lord Ryche Lord Chauncellorof England and to my Laoie his wyfe to every of 
them a rynge price iii" the pece. To my Lord S^ John lord great Master of the 
King's most honourable houshold and to my ladie his wyfe, to Sir William Pagett 
comptroller of the Eang's most honourable houshold and to my ladie his wyfe, to 
my Lord President in the North Archbishop of Yorke, to M' Peter and M' 
Smyth secretaries, to my Lorde Chiefe Justice of England, to my Lorde Chiefe 
Justice of Common Please, to Sir Roger Cholmeley Lord Chief Baron of the 
King's Exchequer and to my ladie his wyfe, to Sir Walter Myldemaye, Sir 
Thomas Moyle and Master Kelwey, to M"" Goodwyck and M' Gfosnell, to Sir 
Richard Southwell, to Sir Edward Northe and his wife, to Sir Robert Southwell 
Master of the Rolls, to Mr. Bradshawe the King's general attorney and M' Griffith 
solicitor and to M"" Bacon attorney of the Court of Wai'de and his wyfe, to Athelyn 
Galvage, to Anthony Bonvixe, to Robert Broke recorder of lioudon and his wyfe, to 
Sir John Gresham my sonne and Dame Frances his wyfe, to Dame Christyan my 
daughter and Anne Gresham my daughter in law, and to Doctor Wolton, to every 
of them a rynge value iii". To my cosyn Richarde Byllingforde 100 marcs, to M' 
Thomas Gresham my brother a rynge of iii". To Thomas Atkyns and his wyfe a 
rynge of iii". 

Also I give to every of these persons hereafter following a rynge of gold value 
xl'. Sir John Heydon K* Sir W™ Paston K* Sir Raufe Warren K* and my ladie his 
wyfe, to my ladie Dormer, to my ladie Semer, to my ladie Lambert, Sir W" 
Mason and his wyfe Sir Thomas Pope and his wyte Sir Marten Bowes and 
his wyfe, Sir John Haryngton KS Sir John Godsall fc^ Sir Leonard Beckwith K' 
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and his wyfe to my cozen Ony Graifforde and his wifie, to Sir Nicholas Hare, 
to my cozen Wayte of Olapam and his wyfe, to my brother Femeley and his 
wjfdf to my cosyn Thomas Rowe and his wyfe, to my cosyn William Hardyng and 
his wyfe, to my cosyn John Mershe and his wyfe, to my cosyn Ewdall and his wyfe, 
to my nephews William James John Edmund Ursula Cicelie and Elizabeth children 
to my brother Sir John Gresham to every of them a rynge of xl*. To my cosyn 
Edward ByUyngeforde and his wyfe, and to Sir John Williams a rynge of xl", 
and to every such persons as mv Execntours shall think convenient a rynge 
of such value as they shall thinfe good. Also I give to poore Richard Colyer 
my old servaunt the yerely sum of xxvi« viii* for his life and a gowne at the daye of 
my buriaU. 

Also I will that myne Executors in convenient tyme after my decease shall 
make sale of as moche of my houses lying and being in the citie of Torke and 
suburbs of the same as nowe remain unsolde for the payment of my debts and 
legacies. Item I give to Ladie Gresham my brother's wyfe and mv ladie Hill a 
rynge of vi". The residue of my goodes to be devided among my foure children 
John Thomas Christian and Elizabeth. Item I will that vf my sonne Sir John 
Grediam K* do quietly permit my Execntours to have the half jrears rents of such 
of my mannors and landes as I have willed to him ymmediatehe after my decease 
which shall be due after my decease and before the feast of Corpus X^ next ensuing 
that then mv Execntours shall deliver unto hym a certain writmg of the statute of 
the staple wherein he standeth bound to me in the sum of 8000^* and my surety for 
acquittance of all such debts as he oweth me. 

Item where I and Isabell my wyfe in the term of S' Hilary in the first and second 
yere of the Kinge's majesties reigne that nowe is by fyne levied before the 
Justices of the Conmion Pleas have recognized the Manner of Sutton co. York and 
certain messuages tenements and hereditaments in Bypon in the said county, the 
Rectory and Parsonage of Swyne, the moytie of the Manner and parsonage of 
Nonklyng co. York to be the right of my brother Sir John Gresham as that which 
he Sir Rowland Hill Thomas Atkins and Paule Gresham have of our gyft;e, for the 
expression of myne intent and meaning of the said fyne I will that my sonne Sir 
John Gresham K^ shall from the saide feast of Corpus Christi next ensuing after my 
decease have and enjoy the said Manner of Sutton and all lands at Rypon for 
the terme of his lyfe, remainder to the Deane and Chapitre of Westminster 
for the terme of one month next following and after the saide month expired 
remainder to the issue male of the bodye of Sir John Gresham E^ and their heires 
male, remainder to Thomas Gresham during his lyfe, remainder to his son Richarde 
and his heires male, remainder to the rignt heires of me Sir Richard Gresham. 
And as to the said moytie of the Manner and Parsonage of Nonkelyng and all other 
the premisses mentioned in the fyne except the mannor of Sutton I will and devise 
the same to my saide daughter Elizabeth Gresham to have to her and her issue on 
this condition that the seyd Elizabeth shall net marry any husband without the 
advise and consent of my brother Sir John Gresham, Sir Rowland Hill and Thomas 
Atkyns, and if she die without issue then the said premisses to remayne to Sir John 
Gresham my sonne with like remainder as to Sutton. Also where my brother Sir 
John Gresham Sir Rowland Hill and my sonne Thomas Gresham be seased in fee 
simple of the moytie of the Mannor of Tasborough co. Norfolk, I will that as sene

And I make Sir John Gresham my 
brother Sir John Thynne K* my sonne in lawe Thomas Gresham and Paule 
Gresham my Executours. Item I give to Sir John Gresham and Thomas Gresham 
xx" to Sir John Thynne xl" to Paule Gresham x" and to every of them a ring value 
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\n\ And I make Sir Rowland Hill OTeroeer and to him xx marcs and a ring 
of iii". 

This will was proved in London 20*^ May 1549 by Thomas Gresham.

Will of Isabel Gbbsham, 1565. 

In the name of God Amen. The 18*^ April 1565 7 Eliz. I Isabell Ladye 
Gresham of London wydowe beinge sicke in bodie and of good and parfitt mynde 
and memorie God be highlie praised therefore do make and ordaine this my present 
Testament conteinynge in the same my verye tme and last will by partie indented 
in manner and form followynge. 

First I give and beqneathe my wretched and sinfdll sonle unto Almightye God 
my Creator and to his deare sonne Jesns Christ my only Redemer and Savior by 
the meritts of whose crnell painfidl and blodie passion and deathe resurrection and 
ascension I traste onely to be saved and to obtain fall pardon and fordveness of all 
my sinnes and wretchedes and by no other way nor means, and my bodye to the 
erthe to be baried in honnest and semely manner and condicion as neighe to the 
place where the corps of Sir Richard Gresham E^ my late hosbande late deceased 
IS buried within the Parishe Churche of S* Lawrence within the olde Jury and 
whereof I am now a parishioner, as shall be thought requisite by my undernamed 
Executors the tyme considered in that behalfe. 

Item I will that my Ex<>" shall give and distribute therefore gownes thone 
half thereof to poore men and thother half to poore women, and to every of 
the said poore men cappes and to every of the poore women an ell of linnen 
cloth for a vayle takmg my said tennants in Ladlane and Badnall Grene for 
parte of the said poore men and women and as many other of that nomber 
of the said parish of S^ Lawrence S* Stephen in Coleman streate and Alder- 
manburie as shall within viii persons accomplishe the fall number if there be 
found so many in the said parishes, at the discretion of my Ex^ so allway that the 
poore of the Parish of S^ Lawrence be throughlie first sarved concerning the poore 
thereof in this behalfe which said poore men and women clothed in gownes cappes 
and vayles my will and desire is that they may goe and stand about mv corpis and 
hearse of the same in such seamly manner as to my said Ex^" shall be thought 
most requisite. And further my will is that my said Ex°" or one of them shall 
forthewithe upon my buriall or while my bodie is a burienge pay or cause to be 
payed to every of the poore men and women for their dinner or refection as the tyme 
shall give occasion viii** in money. 

I give to the Church Wardens of S* Lawrence for the tyme being xl* to be by 
them and by the appointment of the best disposed parishioners of the said Parish 
bestowed about the nedefid necessaries of the said Church. 
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Item I gire to the prisonns or QealeB hereafter menoioned Newgate, Ladgate, 
the two Compters, the Quenes benche and the MarshallBey xziv" in money to be 
distributed among the poorest and nediest persons within the said Qeales by the 
appointment of my saia Ex^'* within four or five dayes after my decease by even 
porcions i.e. to every of them iv^ if nede shall bo require otherwise at the discretion 
of my Ex~. 

Item I give xx" of good and lawful money to be bestowed by my Ex®" for the 
redemying and delivery out of the said four prisonns before mentioned of the poorest 
and nidiest personns prisonners within the said Geales as far as the said xx" will 
sarve. 

Item I give to the three Hospitals Christes 6^ Barthilmewes and S^ Thomas 
Hospitall in Snthwerke for the better meyntenance of the same and releyvinge of 
the poore and myserable a£9icted personns of and within the same Ixxxx^ of good 
and lawful money by even portions i.e. to every of the three xzx*' which sums of 
money my Ex<*" shdl with all spede after my decease disburse and paye to the 
Masters and (Governors of the same. 

Item to every of the legitimate children of Richard and Bogier Hosier and of 
Phillis Goodman late deceased, livinge at the tyme of my decease v^ at their age of 
twenty one yeres and if they be not of age at my decease then to paye the same to 
their parents for his or their behofe and use. 

Item I give c" to be distributed by my Ex°" within one yere of my decease in 
cooles amongst the nediest persons within the twenty five Wardes within and 
without the Cittie of London according to the number of the poore in each Warde. 

Item I give c" of curante money to be distributed by mv Ex^ to and amonges 
the best disposed and vertuous poore schollers of the two Universities of Oxford 
and Cambriage by even porcions i.e. F to either. 

I not only give to the Worshipfol Company of the Mercers x" in money to be 
spent for a dynner but also a stanaing cupp with a cover having a pellican upon the 
said cover all gilte beinge in the hole by estimacion xli ounce requiring them for 
my sake and at the request of my Ex^ to grant unto Robert Sone my servant one 
of the small tenements in Ladlane which they late had of my gifte when the same 
shall next become voide after my decease, for xxi yeres for th'accustomed rent 
heretofore paid. 

Item I give to the Company of Goldsmiths x" in money for a dynner. 

Item to the several persons hereafter named the several legacies. To Ridiard 
Candler v" in money and a black gowne. To my ladye Gresham in Bassingehawe 
a ringe of gold with a emerode fixed in it and a blak gowne. To Sir John Thynne 
E^ a ringe of golde with a ruble fixed in it and to my daughter his wyffe a tablet of 
golde with the Salutacion and a chayne of golde hanging to it all wainge five ounces 
and a halfe. And to my daughter Frances Gresham widowe a plaine chaine of golde 
weinge three ounces and three quarters and to every of theym a blak gowne. And 
to my cozen her daughter and to her husband Sir Henry Nevell K* Sir W™ Peter 
K^ my cozen his wyfe and my cozen John Browne to every of them a blak gowne, 
and to my sister Margaret Calton a boke of golde enamelled with blacke weinge two 
ounces and halfe a quarter and a blacke gowne. To Sir Thomas Leigh E^ and my 
ladie his wyfe, Robert Christopher and his wyfe to either of theym a ringe of golde 
of the bigger sorte and a blacke gowne, to M' Alderman Roo and his wyffe my 
cozin, to W"* Gresham and his wiffe, my cozen John Gresham and his wiffe, 
my cozen CeoU and his wiffe, my cozen Lewson and his wiffe, my cozen Edmund 
Gresham and his wiffe, my cozen James Elliott and his wiffe, my cozen John 
Marshe and his wiffe to every of them a blacke gowne, to my ladie White late 
called my ladie Warren, to John Baker mercer and his wiffe, M" Wayte widdowe 
her daughter my goddaughter and to Elizabeth Cherington to eveiy a ringe of 

folde of the bigger sorte of ringes. To John Holande xx" to W" rrocter v" to 
ohn Sotherton v" and to every of them and their wiff^s a blacke gowne, and ringes 
of golde of the smaller sorte, to Thomas Dickins prest a blak gowne, to Thomas 
Calton and his wiffe a blak gowne and a ringe of golde of the smaller sorte uppon 
eondicion that they be frendly and good to John Thomas his late apprentice as 
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perteinith and otherwise not. To Elizabeth Ck>oke for her prefennent of marriage 
xl". To Mary Sotherton xiii" vi« viii**. To Elizabett Broughton and to Rob* 
Somer the like. And farther also not only to every of my menservants and maid- 
servants above named and to all in my sarvice at my decease a fetherbed, a bolster 
a matras a pair of blanketts and two paire of sheetes snch as shall be occupied in 
their chambres a coverlett and a pillowe but also that all snch napery as is or shall 
be written in a paper consigned with my proper handwritinge and goeth comonly 
about the house and are in the maydes keping at the tyme of my decease, my will 
is that the same shall be equally devided among my maid servants at the discretion 
of my Ex**", and not onely all the peuter vessell that comonly goeth about the 
kytchen or is comonly used and occupied in same and shall be in the keping of my 
maide servants the perticular persells whereof are written also in a paper boke 
whereunto my hand is written, but also to every of my maiden and women servants 
a brosse pott and panne and to every men and maiden servant a blakke gowne. 

Item to Bichard Lichfield and his wife, to Richard and Rogier Hosier and their 
wiffes to evenr of them a blacke gowne and to William and John Thomas and to 
one William Hosier v* a piece. And further my will is that every of my menservants 
and maidservants shall have meate drinke and lodginge within my said house at my 
chardge by the appointment of my Ex**" for six weeks after my decese or else to be 
recorapenced of the same of my goodes at the election of my Ex*»" uppon his or theire 
behaviour and demaniour. 

To Sir Thomas Gresham K* my well beloved sonne in law a ringe of golde with 
a dyamonde fixed in yt and to my Ladie Anne his wife a chaineof golde for a girdle 
weinge vii ounces and three quarters and to every of them a black gowne. 

To my cozin Richard Billingforde and his wife, to Anthonie Stringer and Master 
Buskins Vicar of S* Lawrence to every of them a blacke gowne. To Robert and 
John sonnes of John Howland Salter xli. To Awdrian Procter my goddaughter 
xxx^ upon condicion that William Procter goldsmith her father do upon request 
made to him by me or my Ex**" convay and assuer from him and his heirs unto such 
person and persons as I the said Ladye Gresham or my Ex**" shall notifie name and 
appointe all such customarie lands as he nowholdeth of the lorde thereof at Bethenall 
Grene in the Parish of Stepbeneth co. Midd. or elsewhere in the said County by 
coppie of Court Roll accordinge not onely to the trust by me reposed in hym in that 
behalfe and others late deceased, but also to the due performance of this my last 
Will concerning the disposicion thereof or else the said legacies to said Adrian 
and a blacke gowne shall be voide and all legacies to her said father and mother 
shall be utterly voide. 

And I do hereby revoke all former wills, and all such houshold stuff as 
shall be in my house at Blethnall Grene and all such stuff which are written 
and specifyed in a page consigned with my owne hande and shall be in my 
dwelling house in Miikstrete in London at the time of my decease, and all such 
sums of money as shall be hadd of the sale to be made by my Ex**" of all my 
Messuages Lands and Tenements as well fre aa customarie with their appurt" at 
Blethnall Grene co. Midd. I give the same to William Thomas John Thomas and 
Richard Goodman to be equally divided bv my Ex**" and all such porcion of my 
said household stuffe and money had of tne sale of the Lands and Tenements 
belonginge to Richard Goodman by vertue of my gifte unto him in forme aforesaid 
made I will that said William and John Thomas shall have in occupying till 
Richard Goodman come to his age of twenty-one yeres during which tyme they 
shall honestly find him all necessaries and shall bryng him up in lerning or in 
occupacion vertuouslye according to his witte and capacitie and to be bound as 
suerties for repayment to be made either to my Ex**" or the Chamberlayne of 
London. And if Richard Goodman die William Thomas or John Thomas whichever 
survive shall have and enjoye his share. And Ex**" of this my Will I make 
Margaret Calton and Robert Christopher and I give to either of them for ther 
paines xx". 

And I the said Isabell Ladye Gresham by this my last Will do not onely appointe 
Sir Tho* Leigh K* Overseer of the same and for his paines give unto him 1" but also 
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I appointe. Sir Tho» Gresham K* one other of my Overseers upon condicion hereafter 
expressed and give him for his paines c" and also all and every the percell and 
peroells of goods the particulars whereof hereafter ensneth that is to say a Turkie 
Carpett for the Parlor containing fjre yardes and a quarter in length and two yardes 
and a quarter in bredth, a Turkie Carpett containing two yardes and a half in 
largnes and one yarde and a halfe and one quarter in breath, a Turkie carpett 
containing four yardes and a quarter in length and one yarde in bredth, a Turkie 
Carpett eleven yardes and a half and half a quarter in length and one yarde and a 
quarter in bredthe, a Counterpoint of fine Imagerie with grasshoppers containing 
eight yardes in lengthe, a Carpett for the Hall with a pellican containing seven 
yfu*des in lengthe, a Carpett for the Parlor with grasshoppers six yardes and a 
quarter and half a quarter in length, A Bedd of counterfett clothe of golde and 
blewe velvet paned with fine curtins of blewe and yellow taifata to the same 
bedd, A bedd of taphata with bells of redd yelowe and purple, with fine curtins 
paned with redd yellowe and parple, some longe caBhions for Endows of crymsin 
velvete three of them ymbrodred and thother unbrodred, six shorte cushions 
of crymsyn velvete ymbrodered with the letre E and two of theym unstuffed, 
six other cushions of crimsin velvet plaine, two fetherbedde of downe a bigger 
and a laisser in the upper chambre with two bolstars one of them of downe 
the other of fethers, four pillowes of downe and two fine mattrasses stuffed with 
wool all which said percell are comprised in a paper consigned with my owne hand 
writinge and sumed as dothe and may appeare on this condition that the said Sir 
Tho» Gresham shall forthwith after my decease by request of my Ex*»" deliver to 
them or such of them as shall take the business of the execution of my Will a general 
aoquittannce of all actions and demands which he might have against my Ex^'* for 
any matter or cause had from the daye of the decease of Sir Richard Gresham K^ his 
father whilst he lived unto the said Sir Tho" Gresham, till the daye of my decease 
by any waye whatsoever by or against her the said Isabell Ladye Gresham, and also 
that he shall suffer my Executors for eight dayes to have and occupie the house I 
nowe dwell in for the good orderinge of my goodes and for performance of my Will 
and for keeping at bedd and borde of my men and maid servants. And if the said 
Sir Tho* Gresham shall not consent or shall disturb my Ex®" in the execution of 
my Will then I revoke appointment of Overseer and all legacies to him and his wife 
given do make voide. 

And the residue of my Goodes Houshold Stuff Plate Juells Debts and Eedy 
Money that remaineth unbequeathed herein and by me ungiven, after my debts 
funeral charges legacies first paid I give in forme following i.e. c marks parcell 
thereof I give to poore maydens marriages after the rate of xiii' iv^ the pece at the 
discretion of my Ex*" and xl" another parte of the said residue I by this present 
give xxx" thereof unto several hospitals aforementioned by even porcions and x" I 
give to Bridewell to be bestowed by the Governors thereof and xl" another part of 
the residue of my said goodes, I give unto the poore and vertuous schollers in the 
several Universities befbre mentioned or such other poore schollers as shall be 
thought most requisite by my Ex®" the necessitie of the person, the tyme and place 
renpected so that allways the legacies before given may be well bom of other the 
said premises. And I make indenmity to my Ex®" for any suit they may incur in 
the Execution of my Will and any residue which cannot be much they to have. And 
I direct that those who are not in London are to wear their gownes or to forfeit 
them. And any costs that my Ex®" may be at to be defrayed out of my ftineral 
legacies and bequests other than those I have given to hospitals or in blak gownes 
or to prisons.

The hoCT)itaJl for the powre in 
Sowthewarke And the Countter now kept in the Powlttrye And wheresoever the same 
p'ssione hereafter shalbe kepe fyveftie poundes of lawfuU monney of Englande in 
monny or other provissiones and neassessaryes for them, viz. to every of the saide 
fine hospitalles prissons or places Teynne poundes at fower most vsuaU feastes or 
termes of payment of reant w'^^in the said cittie of London accustomed or w"*in eight 
and twentith dayes next aftir by even porcions.

hold from any p*sson shall be fally p'ffermid satisffyead and paid and recompenssid 
as the case in lawe right eqnittie or conscience shaU require. In wyche bebalffe I 
doe holly put my trust in herr and have no dowght but she will aocomplishe the same 
accordingly, and all other thinges as shalbe requisite or exspedieant for bothe o' 
honnesties lames and good Repportes in this transsitory world, and to the proffitt of 
the comen well, and relyffe of the Carffull and trewe powre according to the pleasseur 
& will of Allmyghttye god To whome to be all honnor and glorye for ever and ever.

Almightie god my maker Ravio' and Redemer In whome and by the merites of 
whose most blessed death passion and glorious Resurrection I trust and beleve to 
be saved and to have fiill and clere remission and forgivenes of my synnes And 
I woll my bodye be buryed in the churche of Seynt Pancrace in london yf I fortune 
to decease within the Citie of London in the place where the bodye of WiUyam 
Gresham mv late husbonde lyeth buried or nere vnto the same.

Also I bequeathe to Eatheryn 
Croxton half a garnyshe of mj pewter vessell and mj best Cassoke of clothe garded 
with velnet Ako I bequeathe to Alice my s'ra*nte twentie shillinges in money and 
one of my Red peticotes at the discretion of my Execntonrs. Item I bequeathe to 
Elyn Batyns my late s'n'nte fonrtie shiUinges in money and myn old cassok of 
worsted fdrred Also I bequeathe to Symon Gruxton all my leaden weightes w^ 
beame and Skales. And I woU that Uiere be prouided and preactied for me thre 
sermondes by some well lemyd man in the sacred wo'de of god to be preached in 
the Churche of Seynt Pancrace in london one at my buryall or the next daye after 
and euery Sondaye folowing one of the said Sermondes vntill the same three 
sermondes shalbe so preached ouie.

Andrewe Holbome in the conn tie of Midd. gent thevn profitable servant of God being 
sicke of body but of good and perfect memory (laud and praise bee given vnto (Jod 
for the same) doe make ordaine and declare this my present last will and Testam^ 
in manner and forme following, That is to saie ffirst and principally I recomend 
my Soule vnto AUmightie God my Creator and to his dearely beloued sonne Jesus 
Christ my only Sauiour and Redeemer by and through whose only death and 
passion I doe assuredly trust to have salvation and to bee an inheritor w^ him in 
the Kingdome of Heaven, And as concerning my body even w"* a good will I render 
it vnto the earth from whence it came to bee buried at the discretion of my 
Executrix hereafter named. And as touching such worldly substance wherew"* it 
hath pleased god of his goodness to Endow mee (my debts and fhnerall Expenses

daughter Marie after mv decease yearely ten poundes towards her maintenance 
Tntill she shall accomplish the said age of twentie yeares and soe to continue vntill 
she shalbe a married woman. Prouided allwaies that the intent and meaning of 
the Testator is that the said Grissell Gresham and Marie Gresham shalbe governed 
guided and directed by the discretion of Elizabeth Gresham their Mother and that 
they nor either of them shall make any contract or aCTeement w"» any w%ut her 
consent. The residue of all and singular my debtes bilte bonds Statutes specialties 
leases goods Chattells and all other duties belonging vnto mee the said Richard I 
whollie giue and bequeath vnto my said wife Elisabeth Gresham whom I make and 
ordaine my sole Executrix of this mv last will and Testament.

and singular my landes tenements and hereditaments whatsoever w'h their and everye 
of their appurtenances as well freehold as Copyhold sett lyeinge or beingje in the towne 
or p'ishe hamletts or ffeilds of flpulham in the Countye of Midd aforesaid And alsoe 
all my twoc p'tes of the grange or flfarme of Tetney in the Countye of Lincolne called 
the Northe Grange and all my landes there called Parker thinge or parker tackk 
and the whole teithes and tenthes of the said grange and all other my heriditf^ments 
w% all and singular their appurtenances profittes and commodities whatsoever sett 
lyeinge or beinge in the towne hamletts or ffeildes of Tetney in the Conn tie of 
Lincolne aforesaid To the use and behoofe of Judith Gresham my wife and executrix 
above named duringe her naturall life Provided alwaies and uppon this condic'on 
notw^hstanding that she the said Judith Gresham doe well and trulye paye or cause 
to be paid all such my debtes out of the profittes of my lands as are conteyned and 
expressed in a schedule hereunto annexed and have not formerlye beene satisfied by 
her out of my p'sonall estate And alsoe that she doe well and truelye observe p'forme 
fulfill and keepe my Wille and direcc'ons in everye point towchinge and conceminge 
her children and myne as before I have expressed accordinge to my true intent and 
meaninge therein to remayne after hir decease (if she p'forme the Qondic*on and

Will of James Gresham, 1685. 

In the name of God. Amen. The twenty-ninth day of January one thousand 
six hundred eighty-five and in the first yeare of the Raigne of our Soveraigne 
Lord King James the Second I James Gresham of Haslemere in the county of 
Surrey Esq' being in perfecte healthe of body and of sound memory and under- 
standmg (God's most holy name be praised therefore) and yet considering the frailty ■ 
of humane nature and the greate uncertainty of our lives doe lay hold of this 
opportunity to sett myselfe and house in order against the time that it shall please 
Almighty €k)d to call me out of this wretched Worlde. And herein first I doe 
declare tnat I am in perfect charity with all persons whatsoever and doe from my 
hearte freely and fully forgive all who have done me any Injury or unkindnesse and 
doe earnestly and humbly begg the like pardon from all such to whom I have any- 
way been injurious or justly offensive and that I doe nowe live and resolve by God's 
grace to dye in the Communion of the Holy Catholick Church embraceing all 
Catholique Truths wheresoever they are to be found and if there be any such as yet 
unknowne to me being ready in the preparacion of my mind whensoever they shall 
be conveniently proposed or revealed to me to embrace and practice them alsoe for 
though errare possum yet Haereticus vel Schismaticus esse nolo. And I doe further 
declare and professe myselfe a true and obedient sonne of the Church of England as 
it is a reformed member of that Holy Catholique Church (not a new or opposite 
Church to that) and as it stands now bv Lawes both Ecclesiasticall and civill 
established upon its own grounds both in Doctrine and discipline without regard to 
forraigne Churches as they are called or Doctors wherein they differ or divide them- 
selves from the truly Catholique Church. And I humbly beseech Almighty God to 
keep me and all members of his Holy Church fro' all factious maintenance or 
abetting any opinions. Also as our Holy mother the Church of England most 
excellently m her sacred Cannons made in yere one Thousand six hundred and 
fourty teacheth me I doe firmely beleeve that the high and sacred order of Kings is 
of divine right and that our Lord the King is the Sapreame power within all his 
Dominions and the ffountaine from w** all lawfuU power (other than what is purely 
SpirituaU) must derive itsselfe and against w^ to sett up maintaine or avow any 
coractive power eyther Papall or popular is treasonable against God and the King 
and that he hath such an iiiherent Right to Tribute Custom and Supply by the lawes 
of God nature and Nations for the discharge of his Office in the governing and 
protecting his subiects that canne by no concessions or Law be released extinguished 
or dienated frt)m his Crowne or Omce. Having thus declared my charity to men 
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my faith to God and mj Loyalty to my Lord the King I proceed to dispose of my 
Belfe and what it hath pleased God to bestowe upon me in manner and forme 
following, ffirst I com'end my sonle into the Handes of my dearest Lord and 
Savionr Jesus Christ most humbly beseeching him to wash it throughly in his most 
precious blood w*^** was shed to take away the sins of the World and it being thereby 
folly purged from all the defilem^ it hath contracted in the midst of his naughty 
world through the Lusts of the flesh or the Wiles of Satan that he will please to 

Er'ent it pure and unspotted unto his Heayenly ffather. my body I would have to 
e christianly and decently buried according to such directions as I shall giye or 
leave to my beloved and dear wife Anne Gresham whome I doe hereby maSce my 
sole Executrix of this my last WiD and Testament or else in want of any such 
direction according to her discretion. Next in humble ackhowledgem^ and thank- 
fnllnesse unto Almighty God for all the manifold Acts of his mercy and providence 
extended to me and mine I give and bequeath the sum of Twenty pounds of law- 
ful money of England to be employed in and towards the beautifying and adorning 
the Quire of the Cathedrall church of St. Paul within the Citty of London to be 
paid by my Executrix to the Commissioners w^ are or shall be thereunto unpointed, 
within two yeres after my decease. Item I give unto my neipse Judith Joyce the 
daughter and onely remaining issue of my late brother John Gresham Esq dece** 
the sum of Twenty pounds of like lawfull English money to be paid unto her within 
two yeares after my decease. Item I give and bequeath unto my daughter Elizabeth 
Gresham all my bookes of what sort soever whether printed or manuscript (except that 
it shall be lawful for my Executrix to detaine for her owne use such English books 
not exceeding the number of Twenty as she shall chuse) to be disposed of and 
ordered by her according to such direcc'ons as I shall give her or leave her in 
writing under my owne bande attested by two Witnesses. All the rest of my goods 
money Rents debts Bonds Securityes whatsoever for money and personall Estate 
whatsoever (except before excepted) the Legacyes herein ana hereby given togeather 
with all such debts as I nowe doe or at the time of my decease shall owe unto 
any person or persons being truely paid and satisfied my ftineral expenses dis- 
charged and five poundes distributed to the poore of the parish where I shall happen 
to dye or be buried at the discrec'on of my Executrix I doe hereby give and bequeath 
unto my said most beloved and deare wife Anne Gresham my before named Executrix 
to be possessed and enjoyed by her dureing her life for her better maintenance and 
support upon this Trust and confidence that she shall at her death cause the same 
or soe much thereof as after the performance of this my Will shall then remaine 
equally and impartially to be divived betweene our two daughters ffines Gresham 
and Elizabeth Gresham if they shall be then both liveing or else to her of them who 
shall be then liveing and to such lawfull issue as shall l:^ left by the other who shall 
be deceased. I mean such issue if they are more than one to have amongst them 
such share onely of my personall Estate as theire Mother should have had if she had 
been then liveing. Ana in case one of them shall happen to be dead before my said 
Executrix without any lawfull issue Then the whole shall be to the Survivor of our 
said daughters. But if it shall happen (w*=*» God avert) that they shidl be both dead 
before my said Executrix and noe issue lawfull be then left by either of them Then 
my Will is that my said* deare Wife and Executrix shall give and bequeath one 
Moiety or halfe of all that personall Estate of mine w<* should have been divided 
between our said two daughters or was intended to be given to them or either of 
them or to any of theire lawfull issue if any such had been then liveing unto my 
said neipse Judith Joyce in case she be then liveing. But if not then to the Master 
and Governors of Christ's Hospitall within the Citty of London for the time being 
to be by them imployed in such Acts of mercy and charity as they shall thinke fitt 
and judge most conduceing to the Honour of Allmighty God, the other Moiety of 
my said personall Estate in that case of both our said daughters dying in the life 
time of my said Executrix without leaveing any lawfull issue behind them I leave 
wholly to the free disposall of my deare wife and Executrix afores* Provided that I doe 
not intend that the equality before menc'oned and enjoyned in the distribuc*on of 
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mj said peraonall estate nnto my said daughters shall be strictly and precisely 
observed but onely in snch case where they equally deserve it by theire alike dutifull 
and humble carriage to theire said Mother for if otherwise it happen (whereof theire 
said mother shall be the sole unaccountable Judge) Then ooe I leave my said 
Executrix at full Liberty to substract out of the said distribuc'on any sume not 
exceeding a full thirde parte thereof and to bestow it on that daughter which shsJl 
really best deserve from her And I doubt not but my most entirely beloved wife and 
Executrix will faithfully performe this my declared meaning and intent in the dis- 
posall and distribuc'on of my personall Estate and the rather because out of my 
great confidence of her piety and exact Justice to w^ a discrec'on may be necessary 
but other security I looke upon as needlesse I have left her at soe much Libertv 
when I could have tyed her up more strictly than would perhaps have suited with 
some exigents w** may (though I hope never shall) befall her. And now as to my 
reall Estate I doe hereby give and aevise unto my said deare wife and Executrix 
Anne Oresham all those my two parts in three parts to be divided of the Mannor 
Orange or ffarme of Tetney in the county of Lincolne and all those Lands called 
Parker Thing and Parker Tack togeather with all Tyths of Com graine and Hay 
growing issueing or ariseing upon or out of the Grange there Sdled the North 
Grange and all that great nasture in Tetney afores^ com'only called Skimeholme 
and dsoe all my Cowgates Oxengates Salt-fenn gates Sheepwalkes and Commons 
and all my lands arrable Meadow and pascnre Teuem^ and Hereditam^ with theire 
and every of theire appurtenances lying and being in the Parish or feilds of Tetney 
afores^. To have and to hold all and singular the premisses to her the said Anne 
and her Assignes for and during the toarme of her natural Life upon Trust and 
Confidence that she shall dnreing all that time pay and allow the one hdfe or Moiety 
of all the rents issues and profitts w*=** shall arise or grow due out of the pr'misses 
after my death and w^ shall come clearly to hands and use unto our said two 
daughters Fines and Elizabeth Gresham for theire maintenance dureing the Life of 
my said Executrix the same Moiety to be equally divided between them. And after 
the death of my said Executrix and Devisee my will and meaning is that all the 
pr'misses shall descend and come to my two daughters afores** as my Heyres and to 
theire Heyres according to the Rules and course of the com'on lawes of this king- 
dome w** I looke upon to be justest and wisest Disposer of Inheritances and there- 
fore would not have them interrupted or at all diverted.

A Codicill made this twenty-third dav of October one Thousand six Hundred 
eighty eight to be annexed to the last Will and Testam^ of James Gresham of 
Haslemere Esq'. Whereas the Lady Lucia daughter of Algar the Saxon Earle of 
Mercia and Sister and heire of Edwin and Morcar Earles of Mercia and Northumber- 
land being his predecessors and possessors of those lands in Tetney in the County of 
Lincolne called or knowne by the name of the North Grange of Tetney and also 
Ivo Tailesbosch Earl of Anjou her first husband did give and grant the same unto 
the Monastery of Lowth Parke in the same County and to the Menkes there serving 
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God and to theire Successors for ever before the Councill of Lyons (when it was 
lawfdll for every person to dispose his Tythes to what religions person or house he 
pleased) And whereas the same Lady Lucia togeather with her second Husband 
Kandall Mechines Earle of Chester did afterwards, about the sixteenth yeare of the 
Raigne of King Hen. the third give and bequeath the said Tythes in Tetney to 
support and uphold a Chauntrey by them erected in the Monastery of Spalding in 
the County of Lincolne and which was by them enjoyed untill the first yeare of 
King Edward the sixth when by a Parliam* then held and for the reasons therein 
declared the same was dissolved and the Land and possessions thereof were given 
unto the said King his Heires and Successors. After w** the said King 21® May 
the seventh yeare of his Raigne convey'd them to William Philpott and Thomas 
Willoughby and theire Heyres and Assignes and they the first day of July 1"^ Edw. 
VI. granted them to Edward Greteham Vicar of Tetney and his Heyres from whome 
they descended and came to Thomas John and Mary Greteham who by flBne leavyed 
18 Eliz. conveied the same to Walter Harpham and his Heyres ana he by Deed 
dated 13 Aug** 19 Elizab. granted the same to Thomas Morison of Cadeby in the 
same County Esq*^ and his Heyres from whom by discent and severall meane con- 
veyances the same are now come to and are the sole Inheritance of James Gresham 
by meanes whereof the Tythes afores^ as well those renewing and growing upon the 
Lord Viscount Castleton's third part of the said Grange as alsoe those renewing 
and growing upon those two parts thereof at the partic'on of the said Grange made 
between the said Lord Castleton and James Gresham which were assigned to the 
said James Gresham and his Heyres. Now the said James Gresham being well 
satisfied that he being a Lay person can by no meanes hold or enjoy the said Tyths 
growing or arising upon the Lord Castleton's third parte of the said Grange and 
withall owning God's sole and sacred right to them for the use and support of his 
Ministers and lawfull Priests doe hereby give and bequeath unto the present Vicar 
or Minister of Tetney and his lawfull Successor for ever, All and every the Tythes 
of Hay Come and graine comeing renewing or ariseing upon all and every the 
groundes feilds and every parte and p'cell thereof w^ as Parte of the North Grange 
afores* was assigned unto the said Lord Castleton or to William Tomlinson his 
Trustee therein to have and to hold to the s^ Vicar and his Successors for ever. 
Provided that if the Masse or other vaine or superstitious service of the Church of 
Roome shall be imposed upon him them or any of them And he and they or any of 
them shall not be permitted to say and use the offices appointed by the Church of 
England England (sic orig.) oxxXy that then and from thenceforth the said guifb and 
bequest shall for ever cease and determine and the same shall revert and come unto 
James Gresham his Heires and Assignes for ever to be enjoyed by him or them as in 
theire former Estate and condic'on the said guift or any thing therein contained to the 
contrary thereof notwithstanding That soe in the one case there may be noe super- 
stitions imposed upon those who shall officiate therein And on the other that the 
person who shall be employed in the cure of soules there may not be defrauded of 
theire dues by any sacrilegious diverting of that his unquestionable due until such 
time as some pious Parliam* may inspect all those Tyths and porc'ons of Tyths and 
other purquesites belonging to the late religious houses dissolved and therewith 
transferred to the Crowne and shall have seperated all those appropriac'ons, those 
proper and peculiar porc'oos belonging to the Clergy from the other Revenues of 
the same Houses and shall then fully and wholly render them unto God those things 
w^ are God's w*'*^ by whatsoever sacrilege or law the same was soe misplaced it was 
most certainely a Nationall sinne and ought in all reason to be purchased as such 
and restored to the Church and to God's Ministers there attending upon his service 
quod faxit Dens. James Gresham. 

The twenty-third day of October one Thousand six Hundred eighty eight this 
Codicill was signed sealed and published to be part of the last Will and Testam' of 
the same James Gresham in the presence of John Layfield, John Tanner, Margaret 
More who all sett their hands as Witnesses hereunto in the presence of the Testator 
James Gresham.

And all the church, belfry, and cemetery of the same 
and all houses and lands thereto belonging in the parish of Swyne in Holdemess, also pasture 
and feeding to 60 cattle yearly in the common pastmres of Swyne, and for 24 cattle yearly in the 
common pastures of West Carre, Drypole, Wolburghe, and Launthorpe Granges, feeding for 600 
sheep, and all other animals and cattle without number in Somergranges in the parish of Swyne. 
The house and scite of the late priory of Nnnekeling, and the church, belfry, and cemetery of the 
same priory, and one windmill in Nunekelynge. To have hold and enjoy the aforesaid manors, 
granges, and all other the premisses above expressed to the said Richard Gresham his heirs and 
assigns for ever, to hold of the King in capite by the 20th part of one knight's fee, rendering 
yearly for the scite of the Monastery of ffountannce £5 6s., for Brymbam Grange £1 lOs., for 
all the other granges and lands in the whole the yearly rent of £40 16s. 6d. to be i>aid at the 
Feast of St. Michael at the Court of Augmentations. The King grants to the aforesaid Richard 
Gresham idl the issues, rents, etc., of all the manors, lands, etc, from the Feast of the Annuncia- 
tion last past to have to the said Richard Gresham wiUiout account. Witness the King at 
Westminster. [This grant extends to 7623 acres of land.]

This introduction is given by Ward in Appendix V. to his 'Lives of the 
Gresham Professors,' 1740, with the following note : "This introduction is prefixed 
to a genealogy now in the family at Titsey, with which I was favour'd by the pre- 
sent Sir Marmadnke Gresham, baronet." It is not now among the muniments at 
Titsey. The date of it may be fixed approximately by the following evidence. 
First the mention of only one baronet places it between the year 1660, in which 
Sir Marmaduke Gresham was created a baronet, and 1696, the date of his death. 
Elizabeth, Countess of Carlisle, being doubtless one of the two Countesses mentioned, 
would make it later than February 24, 1684, on which day her husband, Edward, 
second Earl of Carlisle, succeeded to the title ; and if Frances, Countess of Hunting- 
don, be the other, it will be later than the 2 May 1690, the date of her marri^^e. 
The Yiscountcies of Townshend and Weymouth were neither of them created till 
1682, which is a further proof that it cannot be earlier than that.
